Some of the doors to the exits on the 
alley side of the Iroquois theater were 
ftuck fast, so that it took much force 
and a little valuable time to burst them 
open. Evidently they bad not been in 
steady use. It is essential that every 
door leading to an exit from a theater 
| should bo looked after continually to 


I make sure that it is in perfect working 


rdcr. 
]t is said also that only one of the 


uiuiy doors at the Randolph street cn- 
.rance was open when the first alarm was 
given, the others being locked. Some of 
;hcse doors and of the gallery doors are 
mderstood never to have been unlocked 
and used. It ie uncertain whether tbe 
ockcd doors were thrown open by thea- 
.er employes or forced open by the peo- 
ple seeking to escape, or by those com- 
ing to their rescue. There should be no 
locked doors after a performance be.cins. 
Every avenue of exit, whether leading 
to a'strcct. an alley, or a fire escape, 
should be altogether unobstructed. And 
all doors should open outward, so that 


sudden rush of people may not pre- 


vent the opening of an unlocked door. 
Where all means of exit arc available 
at any moment, and the audience knows 
it, more confidence is felt, and a panic is 
less likely to hcppen. Tf the theater pro- 
gram were to contain ail a-nnouiiceVncnt 
that all doors were unlocked all the time 
and could be opened with perfect case 
the audience would be greatly reassured. 


A theater built of steel, ston and brick 


cannot be called fireproof if it contains 
a quantity of inflammable, quick burn- 
ing material. 
There should be nothing 


combustible about the stage of a thea- 
ter—no tinsel, and no canvas 
daubed 


with varnish to ignite from a. spark, 
burn like a Hash, and pour out clouds of 
suffocating smoke. Scenery can be made 
nou-inflanimable and it should be. 


That goes to the heart of the matter. 


Exits nmy be abundant nnd wide, the 
stairs loading from the galleries may be 
easy and accessible, and yet 
u 
false 


alarm of lire may drive an audience out 
of its senses, and the strong may tram- 
ple on the weak in a frantic rush to es- 
cape an imaginary 
danger. When a 


crowd is panic stricken on an open prai- 
rie somebody is likely to be hurt. When 
there can be no flre on or about tiie 
stage because there is nothing that will 
burn, and the audience knows it, fire be- 
comes impossible and a false alarm may 
have no terrors for any one.

The mana- 
ger of a theater is not to blame, for the 
very simple reason that he has no voice 
in selecting the substitutes. They are 
furnished by the unions. I have seen 
many accidents, some of which

have been as serious as that of Wednes- 
day. 
They were caused by men who 


did not know their business. They wore 
furnished by labor unions who represent- 
ed a loan to be an electrician or an elec- 
trical worker when he did not know a 
calcium lijjht from a boefsteak.

properly be continued." 


Wm. J. Davis appeared to feel 
the 


straiu under which the defendants have 
been more acutely than tho others. 


CHICAGO. Jan. 2,—The Inter Ocean 


this morning says that warrants' have 
been issued for tho arrest of Will J. Da- 
vis and Harry Powers, proprietors and 
managers Ot the Iroquois theatre, and 
Goo. Williams, city building inspector, 
on tho criminal charge of manslaughter. 


. Tlio warrants were issued by Justice 
Geo. W. Underwood at Lis residwicc af- 
ter 11 p. in. and after 
charges were 


sworn to by Arthur Hull, of '244 Oal<- 
wood boulevard who lost his wife and 
three children in the Jirc. Mrs. Hull's 
mu id-also perished. 


CALLS OUT 1'Ofi VENGEANCE. 


The complainant,-Mr. Hull, said: 
"My wife and my children, all 1 have 


had to live for; are aone. All that re- 
miiins is for me to make some one pay 
for this carelessness. 


'•A few carpenters and «tas<o hands 


have been arrested. Men who sang in 
the chorus arc in jail. Sueli an investi- 
gation is a cruel mockery. The men 
who are responsible arc allowed to walk 
llio streets untouched, while a few ]a-. 
borers arc punished. 


"This has been the greatest calamity 


in the city's history, and the authorities 
must understand that those who have 
suffered will not wait for them to dally 
hlong. There must be no politics or fav- 
oritism in this investigation," 


The lateness of the hour at which the 


warrants were completed, nearly mid- 
night, caused the complainant's attor- 
ney and Justice Underwood to decide 
that it would be sufficient for detectives 
to serve the warrants over the tele- 
phone. 


NEWS UNNERVES WIFE. 


Mrs. 
Powers answered 
to t]y> tele- 


phone call at her husband's liome in 
ftrnud boulevard. Detective James W. 
Cody requested her to tell Mr. Powers

HX BLAME ON: CARPENTER. , 


A muss of nesv evidence which throws 


important light -ou the Iroquois theatre 
fire, was obtained trom stage employes 
by Coroner Traeger today and will be 
submitted to tho coroner's jury when 
that body meets Thursday to secure tes- 
timony. The coroner has learned that 
Stage'Carpenter Cmmnings' is the man 
who superintended the fitting out of the 
j-iggin"- loft and was responsible to the 
owners of the theatre for the operation 
of everything on the stage. If the city 
ordinances were not complied, with in 
regard to the necessary 
safeguarding 


against lire buhiud the curtain it was 
Cummings' duty -to -notify the owners 
and managers of the house. 


CAUSE OF EXPLOSION. 


J. 0. Dougherty who is now in one of 


the hospitals suffering from a broken 
leg, was the man who attempted to low- 
er"the asbestos curtain. He says that 
the reason that it stuck and would not 
come down was Unit it stuck ou the arc 
spot light in the first entrance near the 
top of the proscenium arch. Emm the 
btage hands Coroner Traoger learned the 
cause of the mysterious explosion which 
occurred shortly after the. fire was dis- 
covered. It was caused by the falling of 
the bi» fan scene which contained eighty 
ineandescont electvic lights. This scene 
was not in use at the time of the fire, 
but was set iu the rear of the stage. 
The opening of the. double doors in the 
re-ir of the stage created a draft winch 
caused the big fan scene to topple over 
and break the. incandescent bulbs. 
J his 


producer a noise like an explosion. The 
stage hands deny that there was a.cal- 
cium tank on the stage at the time of 
the fire. 


Coroner Traeger has learned that each 


of the ISO drop scenes in the theatre was 
hun" with new, oily, manila rope. It is 
estimated that there were 75,000 lineal 
feet of this iullammablo material used 
iu supporting the drop scenes and that 
it .added fuel to the llames in the rig- 
ging loft. 


IX CHARGE OK LIGHTS. 


McMullen is considered by tho police 


to be one of the most important wit- 
nesses. He was iu charge of the spot 
lights which set iire to the scenery and 
resulted in the large loss of life. Frank 
Poland made a. vain effort to have his 
bond reduced from $5,000, saying that 
he was off the stage when tlie lire start- 
ed 
He told the magistrate that he and 


another 
employe, a stranger to him, 


were in the balcony above tho gallery 
controlling the arc light whoch mudc the 
pale moonlight for the show. When the 
panic occurred, he says his companion 
umped to his death. He could not re- 
member the faintest detail of his own 
escape. The magistrate refused to de- 
crcasc the amount of the bond, believ- 
in" that Poland might bo able to explain 
the condition of the exits before the fire. 


CURTAINS SHOULD BE STEEL. 


Building Inspector J. A. Lense, who 


was chiefly concerned in the inspection 
of the theatre when Mr. Williams re- 
ported on them to the mayor, said: 


"If the ordinance is amended with ref- 


erence to curtains it should read that all 
theatre curtains be rolled steel like that 
at the Auditorium theatre. 


"That is the only steel curtain in a 


theatre in Chicago," It weighs ten tons 
and is operated by a machine under tho 
stage. I consider that a steel curtain 
elves the only proper protection. As- 
bestos curtains are not the best lor the 
purpose. The asbestos comes in yard 
widths, like cloth and is sewed together, 
with the edges overlapping like a car- 
pot. They say it is sewed with asbestos

This is supplementary to tb 
mayor's orders of last night which clos 
cd seventeen theaters, about half the to 
tal number of play houses in the city. 


In issuing .the order for every play 


house in Chicago to be closed the mayo 
made the unqualified 
statement, 
that 


they were all violators of the city ordi- 
nance and that none would be permitted 
to open its doors again until it absolute- 
ly complied with every requirement of 
the ordinances. 


In conference today with Corporation 


counsel Tohmui, the mayor found legal 
grounds for lib action. 


During most of the day the. mayor has 


been busy studying the report of inspec- 
tion at the various theaters. Tho clos- 
in" of seventeen houses last night be- 
cause of the absence of asbestos curtains 
it was thought would be followed by far- 
ther restrictions. 


MAYOit is OBDURATE. 


Managers who visited the.mayor's of- 


fice to have modifications of the order 
were repulsed. From the discussion rela- 
tive to curtains came the conclusion to 
close the theaters wholesale. 


The mayor's inquest led him to con- 


sult not only the legal department but 
Firo Chief M'ueham and Building Inspec- 
tor Williams. He told the heads of de- 
partments that he would not have it 
said that as mayor of the city he had left 
anything undone to prevent a repetition 
of Wednesday night's' horror. Tf all 
theaters -were closed until the Chicago 
building law is revised by experts he 
said the good that such action may do 
will never be discounted.

tremes, the city council will be given a 
.chance to revise the laws and strike out 
provisions -which are held to be unjust 
to property owners anil not essential to 
. safety. 


T.h<! council once having acted, or hav- 


ing decided not to act, then the laws are 
to bp enforced. 
. 
As conditions stand now a strict en- 


forcement would paralyze the business, 
professional and industrial interests of 
the city. For that reason, Mr. Harrison 
will give tlm council the opportunity of 
acting. 


The immediate effect of the mayor's 


declaration will be revision of the laws. 
That regarding the inclosing of elevators 
which, if it were enforced, now, would 
close nearly every office building, store 
arid hotel in the city, is in the hands of 
the city council judiciary commission, 
'has been partly amended and norv is 
practically before the council for final 
adoption by the aldermen. 


This amendment .will make it .unii^c-.. 


easary for lire proof buildings'to- luive' 
enclosed elevator shafts: which are con- 
sidered aH offering no greater safety and. 
ns imposing unnecessary, hardships on, 
the elevator operators and' the "'passen- 
gers. 


Then the council may find it advisable 


to repeal the ordinances providing for 
iire escapes on private residences of four 
or more stories in height. 


Churches are mentioned a* flagrant of- 


fenders against the building lavs. They 
are accused of overcrowding, of placing 
chairs in the aisles, of having inflamma- 
ble material on the platforms, especially 
at such celebrations as Christmas, and of 
not having the proper number of exits 
in some caserf. 


Some congregations, it is said, wor- 


ship in buildings which would be con- 
demned us fire traps if used for large 
gatherings of people for any other pur- 
pose.

The aldermen lire found considerably 


averse at this lime to striking out, any 
clausorf which provide for tlie safety of 
occupants but a number of the require- 
ments arc held to be unnecessary and 
thcpc may be eliminated.

Otto Confesses to Smuggling 


Saw to Emil, One ol the 


Car Barn Bandits. 


PLOT TO FKEE MUBDEBER 


EXPOSED ON QUESTIONING 


Told How LThey Waited Outside Jail 


With Eope on Sight Escape Was 


Planned—Held Under 


$2,500 Bail. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—Otto Roeski, 22 


years old and Herman Roeski, 33 years 
of age,- brothers of Emil Hoeski, under 
indictment for the carbarn murders, 
were arrested here today. 


Suspicion that they planned to blow 


up the county jail to liberate their bro- 
ther was aroused on a first report that 
they had nitro-glycerine, candles, steel 
saws and files when arrested. 


Later it was denied that they had ni- 


tro glycerine. The police refused to say 
that the Hoeski's were suspected of hav- 
ing given their brother the saw with 
which he made his almost successful at- 
tempt at escape a week ago, sawing the 
bars of the cell in the county jail. It 
was hinted by the police that the Roes- 
ki's were wanted in Connecticut in con- 
nection with robberies committed since 
the arrest of their brother. 


After arrest Otto Roeski confessed to 


smuggling saws to his brother, Emil in 
the county jail. The saw used by Emil 
Roeski in attempting to escape" were 
found in his cell, concealed in a slight 
crevasse in the steel plating in the ceil- 
ing. 
They had been ingeniously conceal- 


ed between the ceih'ng proper and the 
steel plating, soap being smeared over. 


The two brothers were held under $2,- 


500 bonds to the criminal court on the 
sworn confession of Otto Roeski.

A city of mourning and sorrow indeed 


was Racine yesterday—the first day of 
the new year M04. It was a Kew Year 
ever to be remembered. Hundreds shed 
bitter tears for three lives that had been 
sacrificed in a fearful holocaust, incident 
to the production of Bluebeard, Jr., at 
the Iroiiuois theatre, Chicago, and the 
serious injury of a fourth. 


Mrs. William H. Kranz, Miss Mabel 


Botsford and Harold S. Bliss, prominent 
in all wnlks of life, are the three dead; 
William H. Kranz, lying at a Chicago 
hospital, the injured. 
The- homes where 


entertainment and joy was anticipated 
nrc desolate, sisters, brothers, fathers 
and other relatives are completely pros- 
trated by shock from the cruel fate of 
their beloved ones. 


"Who can describe the anguish, sorrow 


:md heart-breaking feelings of these sur- 
viving people. Sympathy and condor 
lence goes out from the hearts of the en- 
tire populace, social functions that had 
been planned were abandoned out of re- 
spect for tht; dead, and sorrow for the 
livings—it was all that a general public 
could do.

AT THE MOKGCES. 


Those who searched fov the missing 


people witnessed awful scenes about, the 
many morgues and undertaking estab- 
lishments of the grief stricken city of 
Chicago. Lines of men, women and oth- 
ers stretched for over a block on cither 
side of the road, waiting to be admitted 
in squads of half u dozen. They were a 
living symposium of misery and despair. 
There were haggard men who had been 
searching all night long; hysterical boys 
who were looking for their mothers; 
women iu black, whose pale faces and 
dark circled eyes told of sleeplessness 
.and suffering, as well as the 
hired 


searcher, who carried photographs and 
samples to assist in identification. They 
moved along n. step or two at a time as 
each little company was passed into the 
diruly lighted chambers of death. Other 
cluster!) of people discussed in low tones 
plans lor conducting searches tliat had 
already continued for hours. lutermit- 
tingly the "black wagon" of an under- 
taker would cut a furrow in the crowd 
and disappear down an alley, soon to 
return with the body of a victim of the 
Iroquois horror. 


Even tnough the street scenes were 


calculated to arouse the deepest sym- 
pnthy, the scenes enacted among the 
bodies of the victims made the outdoor 
spectacle cheerful by contrast; Side by 
side on tne floor the mangled remains of 
thf young and the old lay rigid; some 
with uplifted hands, still clutching pieces 
cf garments torn-in the last mad strug- 
gle; some with calm faces,'peaceful as 
it in prayer; many fixed with horror and 
black with cruel burns, and many char- 
red beyond all possibilit}" of identifica- 
tion. These arc only, a few of the aw- 
ful scenes that-tuc fathers, mothers and 
others witnessed as a result of that holo- 
caust that snuffed out over six hundred 
lives inside of fifteen minutes and which 
lias made the fair city of Ratine one of 
mourning a«d sorrow. 


MISS BOTSFORD IDENTIFIED. 


The death of Mrs. W. H. Kranz at tlie 


hospital wus announced, but there was 
some doubt about the identification of 
the body of Miss Mabel Botsford. The 
poor father, O. F. Botsiord, had search- 
ed through the hospitals and morgues 


. until almost exhausted. Ho was assist- 


ed by kind friends. It was a terrible or- 
deal; pen cannot describe the scenes. 
They fairly waded through dead bodies. 
"Way over on West Madison street, at 
the Sheldon undertaking parlors, lay the 
form of an" apparently young girl. Her 
face was burned so badly as not to be 
recognizable. There 
was 
something 


about the form that caused the father 
to linger. He was sure it was the body 
oE his, only child and daughter. First 
Jhp shoes and stockings were identified; 
then a piece of the dress was sent'here 
«nd the mother and dressmaker said it 
was like that Mabel wore'when sne went 
Hvniy. Finally identification vivas.'fully 
(•Ktiililislied by a peculiarly formed tooth 
in tbe upper jaw. Then tlit^ sad news 


was . flashed to Kucine and _ Undertaker 
Bart Thronson was notified to , take 
charge of the body and he left for Chi- 
cago at once. . 


' HAROLD .BLISS FOUND. 


While the father, was searching for his 


girl, students of the Chicago Dental col- 
lege^ William Raymond and others were) 
scouring me city and viewing the hun- 
dreds ot'-injuved and dead for some trace 
of 
TTnrold S. Bliss, who 
accompanied 


Miss Bot&ford to Chicago and was her 
affianced'.husband. The suspense to his 
distracted-'mother, .sisters and brothers 
was awful for they were not certain 
whether he,was in some out-of-the-way 
place among the injured, or among 41ie 
list of . unidentified dead. All : efforts 
proved. futile until about:3 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. A-uiessage came from 
a. brotlior.-jiL-l&w,. William1 Raymond, of 
-Milwaukee, • that -the. body 
had 
been 


found.and identified. Mr. Allen Xbrttt-. 
rop, of the Porter Furniture company, 
was called and went to Chicago and took 
charge of the remains and arrived with 
the body at 9:40 last night. It was 
with .extreme difficulty that the remains 
were identified. By mere chance a small 
piece of Harold's shirt was discovered 
back of the neck and on it were his in- 
itials. After that there were some otli- 
er small means of identification. 


BODIES ARRIVE HERE. 
. 


The 10:."5 passenger train 011 the Chi- 


cago & Northwestern railway yesterday 
morning, brought in the bodies of Mrs. 
Kranz and Miss Botsford. At the depot 
were two hearses, one black, the other 
white. Many relatives and 
some two 


hundred people had assembled. Sorrow- 
ful scenes 
were there witnessed. The 


tear-stained face of the father of Miss 
Botsford bore marks of anxiety and pain 
and such was the case with the sisters 
and brothers of Mrs. Kranz. The moth- 
er of Miss Bo'tsford, prostrated at her 
home, was unable to be at the depot. 
King friends consoled the sorrowing rel- 
atives. There was hardly a'dry eye iu 
that whole throng. 


Lamentations were heard and regret 


expressed because, two beautiful and be- 
loved women shoxild leave home a few 
hours before, full of life and bent on a 
trip of pleasure, and be brought back 
cold in death and with features burned 
beyond recognition, in such condition 
that it was impossible to expose the re- 
mains for view. Both bodies were tak- 
en to the 1'hronson Furniture company 
undertaking parlors. 


TIME OF FUNERALS FIXED. 


Arrangements were made for the fun- 


erals, Miss Botsford's to take place at 
1 o'clock this afternoon from the home 
on Park avenue, Rev. A. C. Gricr presid- 
ing. 


That of Mrs. Kranz from the home of 


her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Gebhardt, on 
Union street, at 3 p. m., toda3% and 
strictly private for the relatives, the 
body to be placed in. the vault at Mound 
cemetery, to rem'ain there until Mr. 
Kran/ is able to come home, when in- 
terment is to take place. 


It was sad that the liusbnnd, who does 


not even know his wife is among the 
dead, could not be present, but physi- 
cians advised that the fact 
of Mrs. 


Kranz's death be kept from him until he 
is out of danger. 


MR. KRANZ' CONDITION. 


There was great concern for the con- 


dition of Mr. Kranz, lying at the hos- 
pital iu Chicago. B. Hinrichs, W. A. 
Walker, Henry F. Tyrrell, a brother-in- 
law, of Milwaukee, and others, had been 
at the hospital conversing with the in- 
jured man. They found that the hair 
was mostly burned from his head and 
that his face, neck and hands were fear- 
fully burned, but not; a spot on his body. 
At that time his conditio.H wos all that 
could be desired. During the 
night, 


however, his temperature went up rap- 
idly and he was troubled with sickness 
at his stomach. These bad signs alarm- 
ed all, fear being expressed that in leav- 
ing .the theatre he might have inhaled 
the /lames and that pneumonia would 
set in, wbicli was admitted dangerous. 


Dr.. Lemon, o f Milwaukee, arid Dr. 


Haven, of this city, bad-early been sent 
to the bedside of the injured citizen. Dr. 
Haven, came liomc yesterday morning 
and stated to a Journal reporter that 
he did not consider the burns of Mr. 
Kranz of a fatal nature, but tlio great 
danger was pneumonia, however, he had 
left Mr. Kranz in as good circumsta-nces 
and condition as expected, and' every 
care 
was given liim by the 
hospital 


nurses. In bis opinion "Mr. Kranz would 
eventually recover, but is more serious- 
ly burned than supposed. 


Reports received from the hospital to- 


day arc ill effect that Mr. Kranz is slow- 
ly improving, but not out of danger. If 
no serious complications arise it will be 
many days before lie can leave the hos- 
pital. 


His brother, Rev. John Kranz, of Pat- 


terson, K\ J., arrived at Chicago, late 
yesterday afternoon, and was with him 
all night. 


HOW HE WAS BURNED. 


Mr. Kranz related to his friend Mr. B. 


Hinrichs just how lie happened to be 
burned. He said that when the 
fire 


broke out he put on liis overcoat and 
started with Mrs. Kranz for the exit, 
she being ahead of him. Beaching the 
exit he was pushed away from his wife, 
who appeared to get wedged against the 
door. In-turning, lironrig'and facing the 
interior to help Mrs. 'Kranz the f earfill 
flames struck him fnll in the face and 
he could hardly see and got into1 the 
street, not seeing liis wife after that. 
He further sttited' ttqit Miss Botaford 
and Harold Bliss wcre;: at least twenty 
feut nearer the1 exit than they were, but 
diet not know there >va& an exit at that 


point, for it was not marked and in his 
opinion they made an effort to get to 
the main, entrance. He had a faint rec- 
ollection of seeing Harold making an ef- 
fort to assist Miss Botsford in the mad 
jam and rusli. 


'PHONED FOR HELP. 


Mr. Kranz, in his badly injured condi- 


tion, did not lose his head, 
although 


nearly distracted for the safety of Mrs. 
Kranz. Iii that crush it was madness to 
look for her, so with-ffrit lie went to a. 
telephone and called up a. number of 
business friends, telling them that he 
was burned in the theatre fire and need- 
ed assistance. The friends assured him 
.that they would be with him as soon as 
possible. Then he sat down and waited 
until .they, cnine and took him to the 
hospital. 3'Iie wounds were dressed, and 
when -f;iends called only one of• his eyes 
was visible. While he asked repeated- 
ly for his wife he appeared to labor un- 
der tlie. impression that she was injured, 
but being cared for by friends in anoth- 
er part of the city. Friends and physi- 
cians decided that he must not be told 
of Mrs. Kranz's fate until he was out of 
danger and better 
able to stand the 


shock. 


MRS. ELLIS LOST. 


Mrs. Bert Ellis, one of Racine's form- 


er prominent ladies and a member of the 
Eastern Star, was burned to death in 
the five. A telegram was received by 
the matron of the order here, of which 
Mrs. Ellis-is still a member, stating that 
she was among the victims, also that 
two sisters of Mr. Ellis were burned to 
death and a little girl of one sister, and 
that' the body of Mrs. Ellis ..would be 
buried at Siles, Michigan, Sunday. 


Mrs. Ellis was a resident of the city 


six or seven years and the wife of Bert 
Ellis who was chief engineer of the Ra- 
cine Water company. 


In Masonic circles he was prominent, 


and Mrs. Ellis aqxtally so in Star circles, 
in fact she was one of the leading spir- 
its, always being at the head of commit- 
tees on entertainment, etc. Slie was al- 
so well known throughout the city and 
a woman of lovable disposition and char- 
acter and her sad cud will be learned 
with sincere sorrow and regret. They 
left Racine over one year ago and have 
made Chicago their home. Mrs. Ellis 
was about 35 years of age ajid of short 
stature. The bereaved husband 
will 


have the sympathy of his scores of Ra- 
cine friends. A brother of Mrs. Ellis, 
Mr. 1-f.einliardt, is employed at the Hig- 
gins Axle & Spring company. 


RACINE BOY MISSING. 


It was reported here last evening that 


young Bert Buckingham, a well known 
former Bacine boy, was one of the vic- 
tims of the lire. In the list of the miss- 
ing his name appears as from South 
Bend, Indiana, but liis parents now re- 
side, at Morris, 111. There is nothing 
definite in regard to his.loss, and it is 
hoped he was spared. The young man 
was about 24 years old. a graduate of 
the Racine High school and Racine col- 
lege. More than one year ago he went 
to Chicago and has been employed there 
since that time. 


RACINE GIRL ESCAPES. 
~ 


Miss Clara Hanson, one of the popu- 


lar teachers of the Racine schools, waa 
in the theatre when the fire broke out. 
'With, a lady friend she occupied a seat 
on the lower floor, five rows in from the 
ciitrar.cc. 
When the cry of • fire, was 


raised she and her friend arose, but Ed- 
die Foy, the comedian, appeared on the 
stage and assured the people there was 
no danger and implored them to remain 
in their seats. This seemed to calm the 
audience for a time, but suddenly there 
was an explosion and the scenes that fol- 
lowed Miss Hanson cannot accurately 
describe. "With her friend she started 
for the exit. They were jammed and 
carried along at a fearful pace. Now 
and then a woman, man or child would 
fall and others would go over them. She 
barely escaped one of these jama. Af- 
ter a hard struggle slie found herself 
out of the house, hat crushed, dress 
torii and pocketbook ripped, but not in- 
jured in the least. 
' Miss Hanson said that slie witnessed 
the appalling scenes for only a few mo- 
ments, but will never forget the sight. 
It was her intention to visit her sister, 
Miss Hnlda Hanson, at Indianapolis, but 
the affair so affected her that she was 
sick at heart and completely unnerved 
and came to her liomc instead of going 
on. 


MR. KRANZ MUCH PETTKR. 


Private advices received by the Jour- 


nal this afternoon state that William H, 
Kranz is greatly improved, in fact he 
was able to be up and walked about the 
hospital some. At the present rate he 
will be able to come home within a few 
days. This will be most gratifying news 
to his large circle ot friends. 


MR. BUCKINGHAM SAFE. 


A message received at the Journal of- 


fice this afternoon is in effect that young 
Bert Buckingham, reported missing i» 
safe and in Xew York. He has not been 
out of that city. Ilia name was confus- 
ed with another, B. W. Buckingham, of 
South Bend, who was lost. 


OTHER FIRE VICTIMS. 


Vinton Clayton, cousin of Mr. Roy 


Clayton of the Manufacturers Printing 
Co., was killed in the fire. 


The name of H. L. Hutehins, appears 


among the list of the dead. The name 
docs not appear in the Racine directory 
no one can be found -who knows a res 
idcnt by that name and it is believed 
to be a mistake. 


Miss Annie Kooioy, over whom there 


was some anxiety, ma not at .the thea- 
ter when the fire occurred and is wfe. 
Her relatives received e, letter to that

Mr*. C. O. Folta: and-two -daughters, 


who lost their lives in the fire, were for- 
mer residents of Burlington and distant 
relatives of Postmaster H. J. Smith.

Foltz is in the far west, eighty miles 
from a telegraph office and it waa im- 
possible to apprise him of the sad calam- 
ity. 


THE AWFUL CHICAGO HORROR 


Some ; Delected ProvUloni for S»fetT 


Which Gamed Hundreds of DMttha. 


Chicago Tribune: The Iroquois thea- 


ter fire might and probably could liave 
been confined to the stage if the as- 
bestos curtain had worked properly and 
had come all the way down. When fir* 
appliances arc not constantly tested to 
make sure that they.are in perfect or- 
der, they \isually fail at the critical mo- 
ment. An order of the London' counly 
council requires thevftre curtain of a 
theater to be lowered once during every 
performance. 
The order is obeyed al- 


ways. A notice appears on every pro- 
gram that some time between the acts 
the curtain will be lowered. The au- 
dience understands the reason and sits 
undisturbed when it goes down. 


There must be a similar regulation ii) 


Chicago. The council has powbr to make 
and to enforce it. It should act at the 
next meeting. It may safely be assum- 
ed that the asbestos curtain at the Iro- 
quois was not lowered frequently after 
the' opening of the theater, and that, as 
a consequence, whoever was put in 
charge of it was not so familiar as he 
should have been with the manner of 
working it, and did not have an oppor- 
tunity to discover possible defects, which 
if found out in time, could have been 
easily remedied. 


There was no sprinkler system in the 


theater, though the building ordinances 
call for one. If in working order the 
sprinklers probably would have mode 
short work of the fire. The theater had 
no fire alarm connection with the city 
system. Hence an alarm could not be 
turned in promptly. 
Why were these 


safety appliances absent? 


Doors which wii.l not open because of 


frost or rust are about as useless as as- 
bestos curtains that cannot be lowered. 
Some of the doors to the exits on the 
alley side of the Iroqupis theater were 
stuck fast, so that it took much force 
and a little valuable tune to burst them 
open. Evidently they had not been in 
steady use. It is essential that every 
door leading to an exit from a theater 
should be looked after continually to 
make sure that it is in perfect working 
order. 


It is said also that only one of the 


many doors at the Randolph street en- 
trance was open when the first alarm was 
given, the others being locked. Some of 
these doors and of the gallery doors arc 
understood never to have been unlocked 
and used. It is uncertain whether the 
locked doors were thrown open by thea- 
ter employes or forced open by the peo- 
ple seeking to escape, or by those com- 
ing to their rescue. There should be no 
locked doors after a performance begins. 
Every avenue of exit, whether leading 
to a street, an alley, or a fire escape, 
should be altogether unobstructed. And 
all doors should open outward, so that 
a sudden rush of people may not pre- 
vent the opening of an unlocked door. 
Where all means of exit arc available 
at any moment, and the audience knows 
it, more confidence is felt, and a. panic is 
less likely to happen. If the theater pro- 
gram were to contain an announcement 
that all doors were unlocked all the time 
and could be opened with perfect ease 
the audience would be greatly reassured. 


A theater built of steel, ston and brick 


cannot be called fireproof if it contains 
a quantity of inflammable, quick burn- 
ing material. 
There should be nothing 


combustible about th« stage of a thea- 
ter—no tinsel, and no canvas daubed 
with varnish to ignite from a spark, 
burn like a Hash, and pour out clouds of 
suffocating smoke. Scenery can be mode 
non-inflammable and it should be. 


That goes to the heart of the matter. 


Exits may bo abundant and wide, the 
stairs leading from the galleries May be 
easy and accessible, and yet 
a 
false 


alarm of fire may drive an audience out 
of its senses, and the strong may tram- 
ple on the weak in a frantic rush to es- 
cape an imaginary danger. 
When a 


crowd is panic stricken on an open prai- 
rie somebody is likely to be hurt. When 
there can be no fire on or about 
the 


stage because there is nothing that will 
burn, and the audience knows it, fire be- 
comes impossible imd a false alarm may 
have no terrors for any one. 


The council and the city officials will 


take up the theater question at once. It 
is in their power by prompt action to 
prevent future lose of life in Chicago 
places of amusement, some of which are 
notoriously unsafe.

Kranz, two of the Racine victim* of the 
Chicago Iroquoi* theater holocaust, were 
laid to rest in Mound cemetery this af- 
ternoon. The funeral of Miss Botsford 
wag held from the family residence, 732 
Park avenue, at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
Services were held over the remains of 
Mrs. Kranz from the home of her par- 
ents on Union street at 3 o'clock, both 
services being presided over by Rev..A. 
C. Grter, pastor 
of 
the 
XJniversalist 


church, of which congregation the vic- 
tims were members. . 


Private services were conducted ia 


both instances, none but near relatives 
and most intimate friends attending. The 
clergyman's remarks were brief but most 
impressive and in tender sympathy oj 
the departed ones, bringing tears to the 
eyes of all who assembled to pay the 
last tribute to the dead. 


The pastor read a passage from the 


Bible, nmde brief- utterances and then 
offered up a prayer. The remains were 
not shown. The biev 
was decorated 


with choice flowers sent by relatives and 
friends of the deceased. 


At about 1:30 o'clock the casket was 


conveyed by James Armstrong, George 
Klinkert, Emil Ernie, Warren Walker, 
Elmer Hanson and Curtis Washburn to 
the funeral cav, which was followed by 
the heart broken parents and another 
couple who occupied the first carriage. 
The funeral cortege consisted of several 
carriages that wended their way ,to the 
city of the dead, where the pastor spoke 
a few tender words as the casket was 
lowered into the grave.

A fireman stationed at the theatre, 


discovered the Jlames and put them out 
without the audience being alarmed. The 
historic Royal opera house is the only 
theatre in the city not regarded as safe. 
The Chicago disaster will probably has- 
ten its reconstruction which has long 
been considered.

tor the same period of 1902. This Lal-

A SHOCKIXe HORROR. "~" 


The awful calamity that has visited 


Chicago and carried mourning into many 
a household not only in that city but 
in surrounding cities, should teach a les- 
son to municipal authorities as well as 
state authorities. These lessons it may 
be said come often but no attention is 
pand, and this shocking disaster through 
the fire at the Iroijuois theater should 
so impress the people that in turn the 
authority 
everywhere shall be forced 


to do their full duty. 


Of course in all these terrible disasters 


fright and panic are hard things to con- 
trol and very possibly with every facil- 
ity for escape in case of fire, and audi- 
toriums on ground floors at that, some 
loss of life would probably result in 
these sad visitations. 


In every city there are some auditor- 


iums where the doors 
open 
inwards, 


and where the fire exits are lamentably 
scarce and inadequate, and it goes with- 
out saying fire guards shall be employ- 
ed as to stage aaid scenery. 
All this 


should be remedied. No person or per- 
sons should be permitted to rent rooms 
or auditoriums where public entertain- 
ments nre carried on, unless ample ex- 
its exist and every 
door opens out- 


wards. 


Racine is no exception. If there is 


such an auditorium anywhere in our 
city, the state law should be promptly 
enforced. The Journal does not say that 
there is, but the municipal authorities 
can not too soon.see to the matter and 
have every place examined where pxvblic 
entertainments are held. Small contrac- 
ted exits should be tabooed, or any con- 
trivances that in any manner might 
cause a fleeing audience to become jam- 
med with a sure loss of lifo, if art ac- 
cident happens.

WISCONSIN AHEAD. 


The official returns of the statistical 


department of the agricultural, bureau

The more complete the account grows 


of the awful horror in which nearly 700 
lives were lost in the Iroiruois theater 
fire at Chicago, the more the average 
reader is impressed that presumed fire 
service, preventive measures 
and fire 


protective appliances do not always ap- 
ply .in the right way. Thus an assumed 
fire proof asbestos curtain is now alleg- 
ed to have shriveled up in the flames. A 
supposed foiir foot wide fire escape is 
charged with having its iron doors in 
front, so closed, they could not be open- 
ed when the crowd first rushed to es- 
cape. Fire escapes are alleged to have 
been uncompleted, and of no use except 
to kill a few more people. An entrance 
from the under part of the theater for 
employes arid actors, was found, when 
the excited people fled to escape, the door 
opened inwards, and but for the pres- 
ence of mind of one of the number try- 
ing to escape in unfastening it from the 
hinges, and it was a piece of luck he had 
a tool in his pocket to accomplish it, 
a large number would have been added 
to the death roll. 


Again. it is charged something was 


wrong in the construction of the ceil- 
ings, tlie metal laths being so exposed 
that with heat, they would bulge out 
and 'frighten an audience. The charge 
lias been made there was; not sufficient 
exits and some of those existing, were 
too small, and in fact from reading tlie 
accounts published it is a surprise so 
many escaped. 
But what a comment 


when it is charged people in the balcon- 
ies and galleries never had a. chance at 
any time for escaping, and the evidence 
shows many were found dead in their 
seats. 


There was no fire alarm in the theater, 


jio automatic sprinkler, no ventilator 
above tlie stage, exits were not marked. 
Aisles marked in plans were not in ex- 
stence, packed auditorium,—all these 
failures are charged and gravely affect 
those concerned in the construction of 
the building, the operation of the theater 
as to both employes and owners. The 
investigation in progress will be thor- 


only 


ests to get at the facts and be impartial 
to all interests, that the public good be 
subserved and any responsibility placed 
where it foirly belongs. 


The whole thing is awful, a grim sa- 


tire upon the pretense of man who is 
furnishing safety against fire. There is 
hardly a. theater in the country where 
in fact the precautions are taken every 
night of an entertainment that should 
be. Theaters exist without any pretense 
of fire curtains, and furnishing but un- 
worthy excuses for presumed fire exits. 
The municipal and health, as well as fire 
authorities everywheres should not rest 
a moment until every theater and public 
hall, or any place wherein 
entertain- 


ments are given, nnd hotels certainly 


•trould come on. He had been substitut- 
ed without my knowledge or consent by 
the union."

SPREADING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


The charge is openly made in Chicago 


that the custom now in vogue in some 
trades of labor unions supplying vacan- 
cies or places is responsible for more or 
less of the accidents reported from time 
to time.

spotlight had known bis business there 
would have been no disaster," said Mr. 
Brady, "and it is the system of substi- 
tuting that makes it possible to have a 
man in charge of th« calcium lights who 
does not know his business. The mana- 
ger of a theater is not to blame, for the 
very simple reason that ho has no voice 
in selecting the substitutes. They are 
furnished by the unions. I have seen 
many accidents, some of which might 
have been as serious as that of Wednes- 
day. 
They were caused by men who 


did not know their business. They were 
furnished by labor unions who represent- 
ed a man to be an electrician or an elec- 
trical worker when he did not know a 
calcium light from n beefsteak. 


"As I say, the manager is helpless, I 


have trained men in my productions to 
manipulate the lights. I have paid them 
to attend the rehearsals and familiarize 
thenuielvea with the work. Perhaps they 
reported for one or two nights. . Then a 
man whom I had never 
aeen 
before

Coroner Traeger has learned that each 


of the 180 drop scenes in the theatre was 
hung with new, oily, manila rope. It is 
estimated that there were 75,000 lineal 
'eet of. this inflammable material used 
u supporting the drop scenes and that 
t .added fuel to the flames in the rig- 
ging loft. 
. 


IN CHARGE 'OF LIGHTS. 


MeMullon is considered by the' police 


to be one of the most important Wit- 
nesses. He was in charge of the spot 
ights which set fire to the scenery and 
resulted in the large loss of life. Frank 
Poland made a.vain effort to have his 
bond reduced from $i>,000, saying that 
he was off the stagis when the lire start- 
ed. He told the magistrate that he and 
another 
employe, a stranger to him, 


were in the balcony above the gallery 
controlling the arc light whoch made the 
pale moonlight for the show. When the 
panic occurred, he says his companion 
jumped to his death: He could not re- 
member tho "faintest'.detail of his own 
escape. The magistrate refused to de- 
crease the amount of the bond, believ- 
ing that Poland might be able to explain 
the condition of the exits before the fire. 


CURTAINS SHOULD BE STEEL. 
Building Inspector J. A. Lense, 
-who 


was chiefly concerned in the inspection 
of the theatre when Mr. Williams re- 
ported on them to the mayor, said: 


"If the ordinance is amended with ref- 


erence to curtains it should rend that o]l 
theatre curtains bo rolled steel like that 
at the Auditorium theatre. 


"That is the only steel curtain in a 


theatre in Chicago. It weighs ten tons 
and is operated by a machine under the 
stage. I consider that a gtcel curtain 
gives the only proper protection. As- 
bestos curtains are not the best for the 
purpose. The asbestos comes in yard 
widths, like cloth and is sewed together, 
with, the edges overlapping like a car- 
pet. They say it is sewed with asbestos 
thread. It should at least be riveted to- 
gether. 


"The men behind the guns quit. That 


was the whole trouble at the Iroquoiu," 
said Inspector Lensc. 


"After the big door in the roar of the 


stage was opened, blowing the curtain 
against the wall it was all over." 


HAD TO BE DRAWN. 


Fire Inspector Monroe Fulkerson to- 


day renewed his investigation ae to the 
cause of the disaster. 


It developed at the start of the iiiquiry 


that the asbestos curtain instead of fall- 
ing instantly as was thought by many 
persons believed, was hung on an end? 
l«ss rope and had to be drawn to the

tho curtain was driven so hard against 
the wall by the'-pi'esBure of the heat of 
the proscenium arch that Dougherty 


investigation hearing today th*t the 
spot light had nothing to do with it. He 
said thg (1< was caused l>y_ the heat from 
the flood iiijht above the spot light. The 
flood light is 11 big light used to ''flood" 
the theatre. McMullen said his Aood 
light \»as turned qut when the fire 
started. He iaid he 'was looking up at 
the flood light and saw the flimsy bor- 
der blew directly over the flood light. 
The heat from this light, he alleged, 
caused the fire. 


The city electrician followed with tes- 


timony that the heat of the flood light 
was sufficient to cause the fire.

CLOSED DOWN 


Mayor Hatrrlcon'a Order

today ordered the closing of every thea- 
ter in Chicago without exception until 
it has been definitely ascertained that 
they are not -violating any city ordi- 
nance. This,is supplementary to the 
mayor's orders of last night which clos- 
ed seventeen theaters, about ha.lf the to- 
tal number of play houses in the city. 


In issuing .the order for every play- 


house in Chicago to be closed the mayor 
mado the unqualified 
statement that 


they were all violators of the city ordi- 
nance and that none would be permitted 
to open its doors again until it absolute- 
ly complied with every requirement ol 
the ordinances. 


In conference .today with Corporation 


counsel Tolman, the maj'or found legal 
grounds for his action. 


During most of the day the mayor has 


been busy studying the report of inspec- 
tion at the various theaters. The clos- 
ing of seventeen houses last night be- 
cause of the absence of' asbestos curtains 
it was thought would be followed by far- 
ther restrictions. 


MAYOR. IS OBDURATE. 


Managers who visited; the .mayor's of- 


fice to have modifications of the order 
were repulsed. From the discussion rela- 
tive to purtains came the conclusion to 
close the theaters wholesale. 


The mayor's inquest led him to con- 


sult not only the legal department but 
Fire Chief Musham and Building Inspec- 
tor Williams. He told the heads of de- 
partments that he would not have it 
said that as mayor of the city he had left 
anything undone to prevent a repetition 
of Wednesday night's' horror.

All 
social event* for the holiday weeks have 
been called off and tho people gather in 
little groups about the streets and dis- 
cuss the one topic. 


The bodies so far found show that the 


Kenosha people died from 
suffocation 


rather than from being burned, as the 
bodies are scarcely marked by fire.

er, although' their faces and hands arc 
badly burned.

The Iroquois theater holocaust has 


stirred up the officials of Raeine. The 
Belle City Opera house and every hall 
of amusement in the city must be made 
as near safe from fire as it is posible to 
get them. Tiro Marshal Jatnes Cape has j 
come to this decisinn as has Mayor Nel- 
son, the members of the fire and water 
committee and others. 


At the Belle City Opera house an or- 


der has been served that ' placing of 
camp chairs iu the aisles must be forever 
abolished and the management imme- 
diately sold the chairs and state that 
when all the regular seats arc filled at 
an entertainment no more tickets will be 
sold even for standing room. It was 
also stated this morning that an iron 
curtain, absolutely lire proof will be put 
in: also a stairway built, leading down 
from the balcony into the street, so that 
the people on tho lower and upper floors 
will not meet iu leaving the building. In 
addition to this a number of other im- 
provements arc under way so as to make 
the house safer for patrons. 


POINTS OUT WEAK SPOTS. 


Fire Marshal Cape says that the weak 


points of the house were the placing of 
chairs; the exits from the balcony and 
the gallery. The building of the new exit 


i and placing of the iron curtain will make 
it a very aafe place of amusement in hie 
opinion. At present there U a large exit 
off the lower floor to the south, which, 
with the main entrance is believed suf- 
ficient to empty the house, or the lower 
part in less than two minutes. 


When>the house has been packed with 


people and leaving under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, everybody hffs been out in 
six minutes, timed by officials. In a hur- 
ry it is believed all can get out in three 
minutes. With the new exits the time 
can be lessened. 


Safety'precautions arc not to be stop- 


ped with the Opera house. Every place 
of an>usemeilt in the city-where ther» 
drop eurtainj mu,t bo taken care of 


They will be ordered out and fire proof 
curtains put in. This will include the 
Lakeside Auditorium, Guild hall, Father 
Mathew hall, Casino hall, North 
Side 


Turner hall, Dania hall and others. 


The officials will eeo to it that all door* 


iu every amusement hall open outward 
and that fire eioape* are plenty and ex 
It* ample. No chances are to be taken 
in ca»e of a fire. 


There -will be a meeting of the fire and 


water committee and Fire Marshal Cape
